BERNE, July 12.—The Vossische Zeit- 
ung of Berlin says the German Imperial 
Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
has resigned. Emperor William, the 
newspaper adds, has postponed his de- 
cision whether to accept the Chancel- 
lor's resignation. 

An official communication issued in 
Berlin yesterday says Emperor William 
expressed the opinion that the political 
and constitutional reforms demanded by 
the Reichstag are such that they con- 
cern not merely: himself, but his suc- 
cessor, inasmuch as they would be per- 
marent. For this reason the Emperor 
summoned the Crown Prince to attend 
one or more crown councils at which 
final decisions regarding the extent to 
which the Crown and the Government 
wiil make concessions to the Reichstag 
will be reached.

Keiser Has Interview With Hollweg 
Lasting Several Hoars. 
AMSTERDAM, July 12.—Emperor Wil- 
liam had an interview lasting several 
hours with Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg yesterday and received his re- 
port on the political situation, accord- 
ing to a semiofficial dispatch from Ber- 

lin. 

The Chancellor also received various 
party leaders yesterday afternoon, says 
an official dispatch from Berlin. 

A semiofficial dispatch from Vienna 
says the report in the Vossische Zeitung 
of an audience that Herr Mathias Erz- 
berger, leader of the Centrist party in 
the Reichstag, had with the Austrian 
Emperor, Charles, is a pure invention. 

The Crown Prince arrived in Berlin on 
a special train from the front, and yes- 
terday noon attended the Crown Coun- 
cil, at which the Emperor presided. 

The session of the Crown Council oa 
Monday, says a Berlin telegram, lasted 
until 1 o’clock Tuesday morning, when 
the resignations were accepted definite- 
ily. The Imperial Chancellor has decid. 
ed to offer the vacant ministerial port- 
folios to leaders of the Reichstag and 
Prussian Diet. An Imperial Ministry of 
Labor will be created under the Socia - 
ists, Herbert or David.

The above dispatch does not reveal the 
identity of the Ministers who resigned. 
Foreign Minister Zimmermann and Vice 
Chancellor Heltferich have been men- 
tioned most often during the last fev: 
days as the Ministers who would lose 
their port folios. 


Reichstag Won't Convene Till Main 
Committee Ends Deliberations. 


BERLIN, via London, Tuesday, July ’ 


10 (delayed).—The Reichstag, which had 
planned to meet Wednesday, probably 
will not convene until the main com- 
mittee, whose session was postponed at 
the request of Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, has concluded its pres- 
ent deliberations. 

The situation today was regarded as 
more favorable for the Chancellor. His 
post and personality appeared to be a 
vastly secondary consideration compared 
with the cardinal issues, which, after 
all, only involves parliamentary po- 
litical reforms. 

Whether a four-party coalition can 
resolve itself into a co-ordinated co- 
hesive unit for the purpose of finding 
a common formula was still one of the 
day's speculations. Meanwhile interna’ 
reforms which are being demanded are 
likely to be forthcoming without duress. 
The situation hardly contains the in- 
gredients necessary for a political revo- 
lution and the man in the street is quite 
calm, despite the fact that the usual 
crop of rumors continue to add intensity 
to the crisis. 

To-day's mass of speculative newspa- 
per comment does not permit reliable 
conclusions and it is largely colored to 
suit parties and purposes or tendencies

A CARTOONIST TO CONGRESS 


Nerth Dakota Man, Barely Over Re- 
qpired Age of 25, Wins Over Old 
Party Candidates; Formerly a 
Democrat. 

FARGO, N. D., July 12.~Headquarters 
of O. B. Burtness, leading Republican 
candidate for Congress in Tuesday’s elec. 
tion, has conceded victory of John M. 

Baer of Fargo by a plurality of 1500. 

Nonpartisan leaguers, most of them 
farmers, rejoiced today at the result of 
their first entry into national politics. 
Their candidate, Baer, overthrew lead- 
ers of both old parties on the face of 
the returns. 

Baer is barely over the age of 2% re- 
quired for Representatives in Congress. 
He is -a graduate of Lawrence Univer- 
sity, Appleton, Wis., and holds a degree 
as civil engineer. He was a Democrat 
originally and was appointed postmaster 
at Beech, N. D., by President Wilson, 
but gave up the place to draw cartoons 
for the nonpartisan organ at Fargo. He 
is a nephew of the late James Whitcomb 
Riley. 


BEES MAKE HOME IN BRICK 
WALL OF DOCTOR'S HOUSE 


Swarm Unmolested for Three Years in 
Storing of Honey—Enlarge 
Their Own Quarters. 

A swarm of bees have lived and made 
honey for three years in the brick wal!l 
at the home of Dr. Allen Wilson at 1514 
Wagoner place. Dr. Wilson has never 
interfered with the bees and they have 
never harmed him, nor has he. ever 
caten any of the honey. 

The bees’ improvised hive is a cavity 
in the wall about half way to the top 
of the two-story house, on the kitchen 
side. The entrance is a small hole ap- 
parently left by the bricklayer when 
placing the bricks around the anchor of 
an iron wall brace. 

Dr. Allen said he had investigated 
and found that the cavity now ex- 
tends into the wall about a foot, appar- 
ently having been hollowed out by the 
bees themselves. The swarm is not 43 
very large one and Dr. Allen thinks it 
has not produced more honey than it 
reeded. He does not expect to try to 
remove the bees.

Formal Announcement of Agree- 
ment With the Industry Made 
by Government. 


ORDERS WILL BE SPREAD 


Price to Be Arranged Later Will 
Include a Reasonable 
Profit. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—Formal an- 
nouncement was made by Secretary 
Baker today that an agreement haa 


been re&ached with repr«sentatives o° 


the American steel industry in confer: 


ence here under which the entire prod- 


uct of the industry would be made avail- 
able for the Government's war purposes 
at a price to be determined on the basis 
of a cost of production, inquiry being 
conducted by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. ’ 

On their side the Government repre- 
fentatives assured the steel men that 
reasonable profits would be included in 
the pce fixed and that provision also 
would be made to care for the expan- 
sion of the industry to meet new de- 
mands. 

The Government also assured the 
steel men that its war orders would be 
distributed over the entire iron and steel 
producing capacity of the country, leav- 
ing no single producer or group of pro- 
ducers to carry an unfair share of fhe 
war burden. 

Statement By Baker. 

Secretary Baker issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“At the conference this 
between the committee o. 
can iron and stee! inst tute and the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, the chairman of the ship- 
ping board and Mr. Baruch, further 
discussion was had of the prospec- 
tive demands upon the steel. industry 
of the country for supplies of var- 
ious steel products for carrying on 
the war. 

“The steel men repeated their as- 
surance that the entire-product would be 
available for the need and they were 
doing everything possible to stimulate 
and increase production and speed de- 
liveries. The price to be paid for the 
iron and steel products furnished was 
left to be determined after the inquiry 
by the Federal Trade Commission is 
completed, with the understanding that 
the price when fixed would insure rea- 
sonable profits and be made with ref- 
erence to the expanding needs of this 
vital and fundamental industry. 

“The representatives of the Govern- 
ment assured the committee of the stee! 
institute that it was the intenf#/n of 
the Government to distribute the war re- 
quirements over the entire iron and steel 
producing capacity of the country:’ 

Manufacturers participating in the 
conferences were headed by Elbert H. 
Gary and constitute a special commit- 
tee of the American Iron and Stee! In- 
stitute. 

President Gives Definite Outline. 
President Wilson’s statement published 
today outlining his views on the ques- 
tion of prices has given all manufac- 
turers a definite outline of the policy 
the Government is following in arriving 
at a fair rate of payment for the war 
materiais it needs. So far as the pres- 
ent steel conference is concerned, how- 
ever, Secretary Baker declared that the 
question of price had not been taken up 
and would not be considered pending a 
report from the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 

The conferences had more to do with 
tonnage capacity and. possible increase 
in the output of the industry.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—State De- 
partment, announcing the destruction 
of the American steamer- Kansan by a 
German submarine, said that four mein- 
bers of the crew were missing, but that 
all of the armed nava! guard was safe.

The Kansan was sunk presumably off 
the French coast July 9 The vessel was 
valued at $3,000,000. She carried a cargo 
of flour and other foodstuffs, together 
with 4000 tons of steel, which was valued 
in all at $2,000,000 and was oonsigned to 
the French Government.

PRESIDENT 1S TO BE ASKED 
FOR VIEWS ON FOOD BILL 


Democratic Senate Leaders to Use 
His Ideas as the Basis for a 
Compromise. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—Democrat- 
ic leaders of the Senate, finding it 
well nigh impossible to reconcile 
conflicting views on the food con- 
trol bill, decided today to appeal to 
President Wilson to outline his opin- 
ion of what compromises should be 
agreed upon to hasten action on the 

measure. 

The Senate Agriculture Committee de- 
cided today not to make any indorse- 
ment or recommendation regarding the 
Gore substitute bill. Senator Gore, 
however, plans to offer it as an individ- 
ual proposition with the understanding 
that many of its provisions will have 
general support in lieu of those in the 
pending bill. 

When the Senate itself resumed cor- 
sideration of the food bill Senator Gore 
offered his substitute, slightly amended. 

Senator Hardwick vigorously criticised 
members of the Advisory Commission of 
the Defense Council for: what he called 
‘buying with their left hand and selling 
to the Government with their right.’’ 

That the council itself rather than 
the Advisory Committee should be crit- 
icised in the situation was sugge 
Senator Brandege. 


BRITAIN WILLING TO DISCUSS 
REVISION OF ITS WAR AIMS 


Lord Cecil Tella House of Commons 
of Statement to That Effect, Made 
to Russian Government. 
LONDON, July 12.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
Minister of blockade and Parliamentary 
Undersecretary of Foreign Affairs, an- 
nounced in the House of Commbns this 
afternoon that the British Government 
had informed the Russian Government 
of its willingness to enter into a dis- 
cussion looking to the possible revision 

of the war aims of the entente allies. 

The British Government, he added. 
was in consultation with the allied Pow- 
ers of Great Britain as to the form in 
which this discussion could most con- 
veniently take place.

If First Tabulation Was in Error 
Attempt Will Be Made to 
Have Quota Reduced. 


Although St. Louis reported to the 
War Department that 77,761 men had 
registered in the city for the military 
draft, the discovery was made at the 
Mayor's office that only 76,1lc 


actually were registered and numbered 
serially on the Exemption Board lists. 

M. EB. Green, executive assistant to 
the Mayor, in charge of military regis- 
tration, immediately set about to find 
out how the shortage of 1649 names came 
about. 

He learned that the Second War Was 
short 115 names, the Fourth Ward 617 
names. the Sixth Ward 161 names and 
the Twenty-fourth Ward 486 names, @ 
total of 1379 names in four wards. In 
other wards there were discrepancies of 
10 to 3% names, apparently due to trans- 
fers of registrants to other wards after 
the exemption boards had reported their 
summarization of registration to the 
Mayor's office. 

Between June 5—Registration Day 
—and June 10. the Exemption Boards 
in the 28 wards sent to the Mayor's 
office, over their signatures, an of- 
ficial summarization of the number of 
persons registered in each ward. 

Fewer Men Numbered, 

The Second Ward, in its summariza- 
tion, reported a registration totaling 
2097: Fourth Ward, 3828; Sixth Ward, 
3509: Twenty-fourth Ward, 4404. 

Last week, upon completing the 
task of assigning serial numbers to 
all registrants, the Second Ward had 
numbered 2046 men, the Fourth Ward 
3247, the Sixth Ward 2914 and the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, 3920. 

Green today notified the chairman of 
these four Exemption Boards that they 
must make an effort to find registra- 
tion cards which they have failed to 
record on their completed serial lists, or 
that they must acknowledge that they 
erred in the giving totals on their sum- 
marization blanks. 

If additional registration cards are 
found they will be added to the serial 
lists. If all cards are reported as serial- 
ly numbered, Green then will submit ar 
amended total to the War Department, 
in an effort to have the St. Louis quota 
proportionately reduced.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Persistent 
inquiries from all parts of the country 


for information about the methods to 
be followed in selecting men for the 
National Army, caused War Depart- 
ment officials to explain today that 
President Wilson's determination to 
have absolute fairness govern the proc- 
ess was responsible for the decision fo 
withhold announcement of the exact 
plan until the very eve of the draw- 
ing. 

The exemption regulations and all oth- 
er moves in the making of the new 
army have received the approval’ of the 
President personally, and the draft reg- 
ulations also will come from the White 
House. All that is known now is that 
the drawing will be from serial num- 
bers corresponding to numbers on regis- 
tration cards and that it will take place 
in Washington, probably at the Cap- 
itoi 

Secretary Baker or some other high 
official will draw the first number and 
then the process of selection will be 
pushed forward until there is flashed 
by telegraph to every community in the 
country the numbers of men drawn. It 
is understood that the system planned 
is so simple that the work will be done 
in a few hours. 

So far only 21 states have reported to 
the Provost General's office the com- 
pletion of their organization. In some 
of them the names and serial numbers 
of the men liable to draft already have 
been posted. The first city to report 
the completion of that part of her work 
was Kansas City. 

Some fear was felt at the War De- 
partment today that the delays in or- 
ganization might cause further post- 
ponement of the draft. It had been be- 
lieved that the drawing might take place 
Saturday. It then became evident that 
it could not be held bef.re next week 
and indications today are that it may 
be the latter part of next week before 
everything is ready.

“My Fellow-Countrymen: 
“The Government is about to at- 
tempt to determine the prices at 


which it will ask you henceforth to 
furnish various supplies which are 
necessary for the prosecution of the 
war, and various materials which 
will be needed in the industries by 
which the war must be sustained. 
We shall, of course, try to determine 
them justly and to the best advan- 
tage of the Nation as a whole; but 
the justice is easier to speak of than 
to arrive at, and there are some con- 
siderations which I hope we shall 
keep steadily in mind while this par- 
ticular problem of justice is being 
worked out. Therefore, I take the 
Iberty of stating very candidly my 
own view of the situation and of the 
principles which should guide both 
the Government and the mine own- 
ers and manufacturers of the coun- 
try in this difficult matter. 


“A just price must, of course, be 
paid for everything the Government 
buys. By a just price I mean a price 
which will sustain the industries con- 
cerned in a high state of efficiency, 
provide a living for those who con- 
duct them, enable them to pay good 
wages and make possible the expan- 
sions of their enterprises which will 
from time to time become necessary 
as the stupendous undertakings of 
this great war develop. We could 
not wisely or reasonably do less than 
pay such prices. They are necessary 
for the maintenance and develop- 
ment’ of industry; andgthe mainte- 
nance and development. of industry 
are necessary for the great task we 
have in hand. 

Patriotism Leaves Out Profits. 

“But I trust that we shall not sur- 
round the matter with a mist of sen- 
timent. Facts are our masters now. 
We ought not to put the acceptance 
of such prices on the ground of pa- 
triotism. Pratriotism has nothing to 
do with profits in a case like this. 
Patriotism and profits ought never 
in the present circumstances to be 
mentioned together. It is perfectly 
proper to discuss profits as a mat- 
ter of business, with a view to main- 
taining the integrity of capital and 
the efficiency of 'abor in these tragi- 
cal months, when the liberty of free 
men everywhere and of industry 
itself trembles in the balance; but it 
would be absurd to discuss them as 
a motive for helping to serve and 
save our country. 


‘‘Fatriotism leaves profits out of 
the question. In these days of our 
supreme trial, when we are sending 
hundreds of thousands of our young 
men across the seas to serve a great 
cause, no true man, who stays be- 
hind to work for them, and sustain 
them by his labor, will ask himself 
what he is personally going to make 
out of that labor. No true patriot 
will permit himself to take toll of 
their heroism in money or seek to 
grow rich by the shedding of their 
blood. He will give as freely and 
with as unstinted self-sacrifice as 
they. When they are giving their 
lives will he not at least give his 
money? 


“I hear it insisted that more than 
a just price, more than a price that 
will sustain our industries, must be 
paid; that it is necessary to pay very 
liberal and unusual profits in order 
to stimulate production; that noth- 
ing but pecuniary rewards will do— 
rewards paid in money, bought itn the 
mere liberation of the world. I take 
it for granted that those who argue 
thus do not stop to think what that 
means. 
be paid, must be bribed, to make 
your contribution, a contribution 
that costs you neither a drop of blood 
nor a tear, when the whole world is 
in travail and men everywhere de- 
pend upon and call to you to bring 
them out of bondage and make the 
world a fit place to live in again 
amidst peace and justice? Do they 
mean that you will exact a price, 
drive a bargain, with the men who 
are enduring the agony of this war 
on the battle field, in the trenches, 
amidst the lurking dangers of the 
sea, or with the bereaved women and 
pitiful children before you will come 
forward to do your duty and give 
some part of your life, in easy, peace- 
ful fashion, for the things we are 
fighting for, the things we have 
pledged our fortunes, our lives, our 
sacred honor to vindicate and de- 
fend—liberty and justice and fair 
dealing and the peace of nations.

WASHINGTON, July 12. 


“Of course, you will not. It is 
inconceivable. Your patriotism is of 
the same self-denying stuff as the 
patriotism of the men dead or 
maimed on the fields of France, or 
else it is not patriotism at all. Let 
us never speak, then, of profits and 
of patriotism in the same sentence, 
but face facts and meet them. Let 
us do sound business, but not in the 
midst of a mist. Many a grievous 
burden of taxation will be laid on 
this Nation, in this generation and 
in the next, to pay for this war; iet 
uS see to it that for every dollar that 
is taken from the people's pockets it 
shall be possible to obtain a dollar’s 
worth of the sound stuffs they need 

‘‘Let me turn for a moment to the 
shipowners of the United States and 
the other ocean carriers whose ex- 
ample they have followed and ask 
them if they realize what obstacles, 
what almost insuperable obstacles, 
they have been putting in the way of 
the successful prosecution of-this war 
by the ocean freight rates they have 
been exacting. They are doing every- 
thing that high freight charges can 
Go to make the war a failure, to 
make it impossible. I do not sy that 
they realize this or intend it. The 
thing has happened naturally enough, 
because the commercial processes 
which we are content to see Operate 
in ordinary times have without suf- 
ficient thought been contirued into a 
period where they have no proper 
place. I am not questioning motives. 
I am merely stating a fact and stat- 
ing it in order that attention may be 
fixed upon it. 

“The fact is that those who have 
fixed the war freight rates have 
taken the most effective means in 
their power to defeat the armies en- 
gaged against Germany. When they 
realize this we may, I take it for 
granted, count upon them to recon- 
sider the whole matter. It is high 
time. Their extra hazards are cov- 
ered by war risk insurance. 

“I know, and you know, what re- 
sponse to this great challenge of 
duty and of opportunity the nation 
will expect of you; and I know what 
response you will make. Those who 
do not respond, who do not respond 
in the spirit of those who have gone 
to give their lives for us on bloody 
fields far away, may safely be left 
to be dealt with by opinion and the 
law—for the law must of course 
command things. I am dealing with 
the matter thus publicly and frankly, 
not because I have any doubt or fear 
as to the result, but only in order 
that in all our thinking and in all 
our dealings with one another we 
may move in a perfectly clear air 
of mutual understanding. 

Urges Uniform Prices. 

‘“‘And there is something more 
must add to our thinking. The pub- 
lic is now as much part of the Gov- 
ernment as are the army and navy 
themselves; the whole people in all 
their activities are mobilized 
and in service for tive accomplish- 
ment of the nation’s task in this 
war; it is in such cidrctumstances im- 
possible justly to distinguish be- 
tween industrial purchases made by 
the Government and industrial pur- 
chases made by the managers of in- 
dustries and it is just as much our 
duty to sustain the industrials of the 
country with all the industries that 
contrdibute to its life, as it is to sus- 
tain our forces in the field and 
and on the sea. We must make 
prices to the public the same as the 
prices to the Government. 

Prices mean the same thing every- 
where now; they mean efficiency or 
the inefficiency of the nation whether 
it is the Government that pays them 
or not. They mean victory or de- 
feat. They mean that America will 
win her place once for all among the 
foremost free nations of the world, 
or that she will sink to defeat and 
become a second-rate power alike in 
thought and in action. This is the 
day of her reckoning, and every 
man amongst us must personally 
face that reckoning alone with her. 

‘The case needs no arguing. I as- 
sume that I am only expressing your 
own thoughts—what must be in the 
mind of every true man when he 
faces the tragedy and the solemn 
glory of the present war, for the 
emancipation of mankind. I summon 
you to a great duty, a great priv- 
ilege, a shining dignity and dis- 
tinction. I shall expect every man 
who is not a slacker to be at my 
side throughout thig great enter- 
prise. In it no man can win honor 
who thinks of himself."’

Such a long chain of failures in every 
field of policy even the strongest na- 
tion and the best army cannot, in the 
long run, endure.” 

The Morgen Post, which also long re- 
frained from criticising the Chancellor, 
now says that he would do better in pri- 
vate life. The Tageblatt, which disap- 
proves the Chancellor's foreign policy 
but stuck to him because of his inter- 
nal policy, now turns against him. Vor- 
waerts, the Socialist organ, demands 
that the Chancellor make his stand 
clearly known. The Liberal Vossiche 
Zeitung says the Chancellor's foreign 
policy is a thing that has fallen down. 


“The National Liberal and conserv- 
ative press has long been against the 
Chancellor,” it says. “This attitude 
was engendered by fatal mistakes of 
leadership with a resultant feeling 
throughout the whole country. Where 
have we got to? W- belive that no 
nation on earth ever got itself into 
such a hopelessly bad political posi- 
tion.

position in Lemberg is fatally threatened, and that by the occupation 


of Haliez the Russians have won a victory which will mean the ultimate evac- 
ustion of the Galician capital by the Austro-Germans. Thus we hear of Halicz 


constantly as the key of Lemberg, as 


a railroad center of importance, and 


as a town of considerable military strength. 


In point of fact,.Halicz is not the 


key of Lemberg; it is not directly on 


uny railroad, and it consisted before August, 1914, of a single street of strag- 
gling houses built in a plain on the opposite side of the Dniester River from 
the Lemberg-Stanislau Railroad, which crosses the river a few miles lower 
down at the town of Jezupol, taken by the Russians a day, or two ago. 


The general conviction on the subject 
of Halicz arises from the fact that in 
1914, when Brussiloff made his successful 
advance on Lemberg, the break in the | 
Austrian line took place at an obscure 
town not many miles from Halicz and 
that Halicz, falling immediately after- 
ward as a result of the break, was asso- 
ciated with the collapse and came to 
have in the minds of military observers 
an importance which did not belong 
to it. 

In 1914 the Austrian arm was standing 
in front of Lemberg behind the Gnila 
Lipa River, 30 odd miles from the city. 
This was the last defense of the city 
which, despite current dispatches, is not 
a fortress, but an open town. It was a 
position of strength behind the little 
river which flows south and séived as 
an actual moat for the carefully fortified 
Austrian line. But the Austrian num- 
bers and artillery were insufficient for 
the task of holding this line. Brussiloff 
broke it near the point where the Gnila 
Lipa River enters the Dniester, crossed 
the river and thus turned the flank of 
the Austrians, who were compelled to 
retreat and fall back westward of Lem- 
berg to the Grodek line. 

Austrians Now Behing Zilota Lipa. 

Today the situation is quite different. 
The Austro-German army is not stand- 
ing behind the Gnila Rila line, but be- 
hind the Zlota Lipa, which flows paral- 
lel to the Gnila Lipa a dozen miles or 
more to the eastward. Its extreem flank 
only rests upon the Gnila Lipa River, 
opposite Halicz and on the north side of 
the Gniester River. This army has, not 


been shaken, and so far as we know is 
not yet in retreat. 

What has happened is that another 
Austrian army, proionging the front of 
the first from the Dniester to the Carpa- 
thians, has been defeated and driven 
westward. It is falling back to the 
Lomnica River and the result of its re- 
treat is the evacuation of Halicz. The 


possession of Halicz will not permit the 


Russians to cross the Dniester so long 
as the Austrians hold the opposite banx, 
and it has not yet affected the position 
of the Austrians and Germans north of 
the Dniester. 


On the other hand, tf the Austrians are 
not able to rally at the Lomnica River 
and stop the Russians, then the Rus- 
sians will be able to advance up the val- 
ley of the Dniester, which here flows 
from northward to the southeast. And 
this advance would be in the rear of 
the Austrian army north of the Dnies- 
ter. Not until the Russians have crossed 
the Lomnica River will the Austrian 
troops north of the Dniester be in great 


danger, and not until this occurs will the 


possession of Halicz affect the situation. 


We are at one of the interesting crises 
which come in an offensive. Last year 
Brussiloff broke the Austrian lines near 
Tyutsk at the small town of Olyka. He 
broke them on a relatively wide front, 
got clean through, with the result that 
the whole Austrian line in this sector 
collapsed and the Austrian retreat only 
ended at the Stokhod River and after 
the arrival of German reserves. Any 
such break now south of the Dniester 
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aaee of Lemberg, but the fate a Lem: 
berg will be determined not by the fall 
of Halicz, but by the forcing of the 
Lomnica River line. 

Actuafly, Brussiloff has thrust a wedge 
between the Austro-German army which 
is fighting north of the Dniester River 
and the Austrian army which is fght- 
ing south. If the wedge opens @ com- 
plete gap between the two armies we 
shall have an Austrian disaster quite 
comparable with that of 1914, and we 
may see the reconquest of Bastern Ga- 
licia. But we may quite as easily sce & 
successful rally of the Austro-Germans 
at the Lomnica as we saw a successful 
rally at the Stokhod last year, when 
Kovel was in the same peril that uow 
threatens Lemberg. 

It is much too early to attempt to fore- 
cast the ultimate result of the present 
Russian success. It is fair to say that 
it holds a promise of the capture 
Lembergt It is equally fair to say that 
the probability is that a rally of the 
Austro-Germans at the Lomnica will 
bring the Russian advance to a halt and 
that the advance will have no greater 
ultimate result than a rearrangement of 
the Austro-German lines on this front. 

It is altogether likely that we shall 
see now a retreat by the Austro-Ger- 
man army north of the Dniester behind 
the Gnila Lipa River. This is the posi- 
tion occupied by the Austrians in 1914. 
It is a very strong position and in con- 
junction with the line of the Lomnica 
River it would give them a natural line 
of defense all the way from the Lem= 
berg-Brody Railroad—that is, to a part 
of their line which has shown no evi- 
dence of weakness. 

Cenditions Differ in 1914, 

It is true to say that the fall of Halicz 
three years ago was the prelude to the 
fall of Lemberg. But the conditions 
were utterly different. The Austrian 
line was broken north of the Dniester, 
not south of it, and the Russians were 
across the Gnila Lipa River before they 
took Halicz. Today the Austrian line 
north of the Dniester:is not broken. 
There is no immediate threat of the 
Russians forcing the Gnila Lipa River. 
And on the south side of the Dniester 
the Lomnica River affords an admirable 
line of defense all the way down to 
the Carpathians. 

It is a great fact that the Russians 
have attacked. It is an immense fact 
that they have defeated the Austrians 
and made an advance of a considerable 
distance, together with many captures. 
Such an achievement in the face of gen- 
etal pessimism over Russian prospects 
a month ago amounts to a revolution. 
But recognizing all of this, and recog- 
nizing the possibility that the achieve. 
ment to date may be expanded to a rea!- 
ly decisive triumph, it is unwise to ex- 
pect that triumph and it is tncorrect to 
say that it has been insured by the fall 
of the miserable little village of Halicz.

Let us bear in mind if the city enters into part- 
nership with the United Railways under contract 
all of its rights except those named in the con- 
tract will be forfeited. No mill tax or other occu- 
pational tax can be levied during the life of the 
The city will be bound to its terms. 
The financial terms of the proposed agreement 


contract. 


offer the corporation a large gain over the 
present situation. The agreementcostensibly fixes 
the capitalization at $60,000,000 on which the 
company is permitted to earn 6 per cent. 

The present bonded debt of the company 
amounts to $58,079,000, on which it pays an aver- 
age of about 41-2 per cent. Then the company 
will have the privilege of earning on a sum about 
$2,000,000 in excess of its bonded indebtedness 
11-2 per cent more than it now pays out as in- 
terest. It will save - bout $260,000 on the mill 
tax. 

Six per. cent on $60,000,000 is $3,600,000. After 
paying interest on its present bonded indebtedness 
at an average of 4 1-2 per cent it would have a 
surplus earning to apply to stock of $986,445, 
quite a handsome sum, equivalent to an earning 
of 5 per cent on about $20,000,000. 
therefore, the company is to be granted the priv- 
elege of earning good returns of from 4 1-2 to 
5 per cent on $80,000,000 valuation. 

In addition to this the company has the privi- 
lege of sharing equally any surplus which may 
be earned above operating expenses and fixed 
charges. With increasing traffic the privilege 
may be equal to an excellent return on its total 


In reality, 


present capitalization. 

The present earnings of the company assure 
the payment of the 6 per cent on $60,000,000. Its 
net earnings last year amounted to $3,432,.--. 
With the addition of the mill tax they would 
reach a little less than $3,700,000. 

Then the value of the securities, which would 
be backed by the city and supported by a 50-year 
franchise, would instantly jump from the present 
market value of $48,,577,359 to about $80,000,000, 
with possibilities of further gain in the future. 

No wonder the securities are beginning to boom 
—a true index of the value of the bargain to thé 
corporation. 

On the other hand, the city would lose the 
$260,000 annual income from the mill tax and 
would share half and half on the basis of last 
year’s net earnings, a surplus of less than 
$100,000. 

We do not know as yet the details of the pro- 
posed ordinance nor what provision will be made 
for improvements. We merely take the financial 
terms of the settlement and the statement of 
the company’s earnings for last year. 

Another point: If the city goes into partner- 
ship with official representatives on the board 
of directors, will not the company be a potent 
Which will control 
the nomination and election of the city officials 
on the board of directors—the people or the Unit- 
ed Railways Co.? 

Will we not have at every election another set

BLACKMAIL ON OUR BRIDGE. 

East St. Louis’ plan to tax a public highway 
built for and dedicated to the free use of all the 
people is less to be deprecated on account of its 
legal merit than on account of its lack of neigh- 
borly quality. East St. Louis residents benefit 
more largely from the free bridge than any other 
part of the public, barring the residents of St. 
Louis itself. That the eastern portion of the 
structure should now be placed on the tax rolls 
at an assessment of $3,000,000, requiring the pay- 
ment of about $90,000 a year from St. Louis tax- 
payers, is, as Mayor Kiel says, an outrage. The 
tax will, of course, be collected only at the end of 
a long and perhaps memorable litigation. 

But litigation of such a character between two 
municipalities, tending to provoke intercity hos- 
tilities and leading to irritating retaliatory meas- 
ures of various sorts, is most undesirable. East 
St. Louis should cultivate amicable relations with 
its neighbors. It needs all the friends it has these 
days. It should delete from its assessment rolls 
‘this doubtful and most objectionable item.

From Copenhagen comes the announcement 
that Maximilian Harden, the fearless and clear- 
thinking editor of Die Zukunft, has been “mob- 
ilized’”’ under the auxiliary civil service law and 
will be employed as a military clerk. His pub- 
lication has been suppressed for the duration 
of the war. 

The bureaucrats have “got” Herr Harden at 
last. The neutral world has been wondering 
why they didn’t bring about his suppression be- 
fore. His has been almost the only voice raised 
against the shams by which the junkers have 
humbugged the people. He alone dared assert 
the truth in Germany as to the reasons why 
America felt justified in entering the war to 
“make the world safe for democracy.” 

The climax of his sinning, in junker eyes, was 
reached when he intimated the possibility of a 
situation which “would remove the decision for 
war or peace from the will of one mortal and 
place it in the hands of the community.” It was 
well enough for him to prate of democracy so 
long as there was room to interpret it in a-Pick- 
wickian sense, but when his talk assailed, the 
keystone of the autocratic arch he had to be muz- 
zled.

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START FOOD CONTROL AT HARVEST. 

In showing the peril of a delayea passage uf the 
food regulation bill, Herbert Hoover describes a 
complicated situation so simply as to be grasped 
by the plain citizen. 

With wheat held at the unjustifiable price of 
$3.25 a bushel two months ago, how would the 
Government have gone about it to obtain 1educ- 
tions for the consuming public? To enforce a 
maximum price law would have involved great 
difficulties as well as injustice to legitimate deal- 
ers who may have paid a little less than $3.25 in 
actual cash. For the Government itself to pur- 
chase at $3.25 and sell to the public at a large 
loss would have started a train of fiscal blunders. 

How much more simple it would have been to 
begin at the price prevalent during the harvest 
of one year ago. Without injustice or loss to any- 
one obvious dispositions could have been made 
minimizing the speculative influence and stabil- 
izing prices at a fairly uniform and still adequate 
price throughout the year. 

Harvest is again here. Wheat is a cash crop. 
To handle it enarmous sums of money are needed. 
Natural trade lajws as well as the speculators’ sel- 
fish manipulations tend to low prices until the 
greater portion of the crop is out of the farmers’ 
hands. 

Now is the time for the Government to step in. 
With the money at its command it can obtain 
control of enough wheat to mean practical control 
of the market. The possibilities of benefit to 
farmers in enabling them to obtain remunerative 
prices—greater prices than the speculators are 
willing to give—without the loss in interest and 
deterioration due to deferred marketing are plain. 
And still the food regulation bill is denounced in 
Congress as a measure injurious to the farmers. 

The allied Governments require large quanti- 
ties of wheat and they have their purchasing sys- 
tems well organized. Their huge purchases last 
year aided the speculators’ corner to the detriment 
of the public. If we neglect or delay food regu- 
lation, does anyone suppose these allied purchas- 
ing agents are gping to forego their own oppor- 
tunity? We may be begging foreign Governments 
next winter for a little of our own wheat to coun- 
teract speculators’ rapacity. | 

Before another threshing machine starts on the 
plains of Kansas and Nebraska, the food Dill 
should be passed to supplement. the beneficent 
power placed in the President’s hands under the 
embargo act.

With the completion of the Eighth Ward, the 
entire set of supplements containing the names, 
seriai vumbers and addresses of the 78,000 St.

The Post-Dispatch lists are exact copies 
of the official lists in every particular. 

The printing of these lists wil! save registered 
men and officials a tremendous waste of time, en- 
ergy and worry. Without them, all the 78,900 
registered men would have had to crowd the va- 
rious headquarters and examine, each man for 
himself, a single list typewritten posted at each 
headquarters. In some cases this would have 


been almost a physical impossibility : 
The Post-Dispatch was the only Newspaper in 
St Louis to perform this valualt¥* public service. 
It has won universal appreciation.

EMMA GOLDMAN SEES LIGHT. 

A newspaper interview quotes Emma Goldman 
as saying, upon her incarceration in the Missouri 
Penitentiary: “I will obey the rules of the 
prison strictly. It is the only way to get along 
in prison.” 

So it is. It is the only way to get along any- 
where. It is right\for one to object to rules, to 
wish to reform them, to agitate for their change, 
but one must either obey them or go elsewhere or 
suffer the logical consequences of disobedience. 

Yet obedience is strictly contrary to Emma’s 
principles. Her theory is that a Government has 
no right to impose restriction upon individual 
freedom of action. Her practice has been to 
violate rules and to call it martyrdom if she suf- 
fered therefor. She is no less ethically bound to 
violate the prison rules.

Court Holds That Controlling Con- 
cern Has Been Monopoly Since 
Its Establishment. 
CHICAGO, July 12.—By a decree of 
Superior Judge Dever, the Central Un- 
ion Telephone Co., operating in Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio, has been divorced 
from the American Telephone and Tel-

The court holds that the Bell system 
is a monopoly and has been since its 
establishment, and orders that all notes 
of the Central Union Co., held by the 
American Telephone Co., amounting tu 
more than $40,000,000, be surrendered and 
cancelled. The court further orders an 
accounting ogainst the so-called monop- 
oly company in favor of the independ- 
ent company for “wrongful diversions 
of business, for unfair treatment in pay- 
ment of so-called originating commis- 
sion.”’

U, S. MEDICAL STORES SYSTEM 
IN FRANCE SIMILAR TO BRITISH 


Will Transport Wounded With Ut- 
most Speed to Base Hospitals 
Far in Rear. 

PARIS, July 12.—A military mission, 
composed of officers of the operations 
department, has discussed the relative 
feasibility of the French and British 
steel helmets for use by the American 

troops. 

The medical mission has determined 
that it will be necessary for each di- 
vision of the army to have initial sup- 
rlies of medical stores aggregating 4700 
tons. The American Army will adopt a 
system Similar to that of the British 
with reserve supplies stored behind the 
front, and the field hospitals, where 
major operations will be performed, lo- 
cated farther back.

With all speed directly back to the base 
hospitals with minimum interruption of 
the transfer.

Chicago Board Sets Maximum of 
$1.28 on December Corn. 


CHICAGO, July 12.—Directors of 
the Chicago Board of Trade yester- 
day fixed a maximum price of $1.28 
for the December and a / (1918) 
deliveries of corn. No action was 
taken as to September corn. Ac- 
cording to an official of the board, 
the establishment of a new maxi- 
mum price for the December deliv- 
ery and for all later options was 
needed to bring trading conditions 
into harmony with the Government 
war policy of preventing undue 
speculation and unwarranted high 
cost to consumers. Only the options 
of the new 1917 crop were dealt 
with in the action of the directors. 
A maximum pecee of $1.65 for the 
September delivery here and for all 
other old crop futures was already 
in effect and was not disturbed. 


Action of the Chicago Board of Trade 
in fixing a maximum of $1.28 for De- 
cember and May deliveries of corn 
caused a drop of 2%c to 3%c in futures 
on the Merchants’ Exchange in the early 
trading today. Speculative sentiment 
was bearishly influenced by reports of 
rain in Kansas and Oklahoma, where 
badly needed to relieve drouth. 

President Wilson's plea to bticiness 
to avid excessive war profits also in- 
fluenced trading downward. 

Statistics generally were bullish, but 
were ignored by the trade. 

Wheat was neglected, but prices were 
steady in the Chicago pit. Weather 
favored rew crop development and har- 
vest. Statistics were bullish. Oats fu- 
tures were quiet, but easier with corn. 

The J.iverpool wheat market was dull 
and easier today. Corn was firm, in- 
fluenced by increasing supplies and 
scarcity of first-hand export offers. Oats 
were easy. 

Minneapolis wheat stocks decreased 
370,000 bu, and oats 330,000 bu for five 
days; flour shipments, 53,924 bbls; wheat 
shipments, 81 cars. 

In Australia the weather is more fa- 
vorable, as rainfall benefited dry dis- 
tricts. Wheat is exposed to damage. 
Actual clearances are liberal and im- 
port countries purchasing as freely as 
tonnage permits. Labor scarce and work 
rogressing slowly.

War Industries Swell Figures. 
War industries which have drawn 


large temporary populations of workers 
to some sections are considered respon- 
sible for swollen population estimates 
accredited to many American cities in 
the work of basing apportionments for 
drafting the new army. 

For the purpose of the apportionment 
only, new population figures have been 
devised for each state, county and city; 
based on war registration in those sub- 
divisions, and the allotment for the 
army will be approximately two-thirds 
,of one per cent of the revised popula- 
tion. 

Thus New York City, with an estimat- 
ed population of 6,504,185, must give 43,362 
of the 687,000 young men to be called on 
the first draft. A city with 25,000 popu- 
lation would-be required to give 166 men. 
These apportionments would be subject 
to slight allowances for alien enemies, 
for men who have volunteered, and for 
other causes. 

The population estimates far from at- 
tompting to show actual population sim- 
ply are improvised figures reached by 
considering the number of registrants 
in each subdivision at 9.32 per cent of 
the population, since the total number 
registered, 9,659,382, was 9.32 per cent of 
the total estimated population,. 103,635,300.

COUNCIL ATTACKS 
LUTHERAN LEADERS 


Declares Conspicuous Members 
of Church in State Have 
Been Guilty of Disloyalty. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 12.—‘‘The con- 
spicuous leaders’’ of the Lutheran 
Church in the State and “certain pro- 
fessors'’ of the University of Nebraska, 
are denounced for “treasonable utter- 
ances, dislayal activity and passivity 
that has tended to give aid to Germany, 
an enemy,’ in a statement issued by the 
Nebraska State Council of Defense, 
“after the most solemn and serious in- 
vestigation, and consideration.” Tha 
statement, it is evplained, is based upon 
reports from every section of the State 
and upon hundreds o1 letters from 
patriotic men, many of whom declare 
. yey have lost thousands of dollars be- 
cause they would not “‘tamely submit 
to pro-German influences.”’ 

Specifically it is charxed that bankers 
who invested in Liberty Loan Bonds 
were threatened with w‘thdrawal of de- 
posits; that the sale of war bonds has 
been actively opposed; that Red Cross 
work has met with an alarming antag- 
onism; that the Lutheran Chureh has 
failed to take a single step toward or- 
ganizing for war relief work and its 
‘“‘conspicuous represenfatives”’ have 
shown marked partiality for the Ger- 
man cause: that certain professors at 
Nebraska University have been guilty 
o7 disioyal utterances; and that there 
are communities where the purpose «f 
this was is not understood and where 
the sympathies of the people are with 
Germany. 

Evidence Declared to be Ample. 

The names of men against whom the 
charges are made were not made pubt- 
lic, but George Coupland, vice chairman 
of the Council of Defense and head of 
the food conservation division of the 
council, said ‘‘conditions became such 
that the council could no longer re- 
press the bitterness it felt.’’ He said 
ample evidence to warrant its asserticns 
had been obtained by the council 

Prominent Lutheran churchmen here 
said the council should have confined its 
denunciation to “German Lutherans,” 
and asserted there was no cause to ques- 
tion the loyalty of others. German 
Lutherans who were alleged to be in 
sympathy with Germany would not dis- 
cuss the charges. Chancellor Samuel] 
Avery of the University of Nebraska, 
who has been active in patriotic relief 
work, would not be quoted, but it is 
known he has strongly disapproved the 
actions of a number of professors whose 
pro-German utterances have caused dis- 
sensions at the University.
